Wee had our men ſo willing to goeforth as if 
they ſhould finde theit wges in their worke; yea, 
though in the higheſt of their harveſt, and this un- 
ſeaſonable weather ; At our meeting a March be- 
ing propounded, they cryed, ONE AND 
ALL. 

Sir, Weearepreſt forwards hereunto by the 
violent call of neceſlities ſurroundingus; nor can 
wee be blamed for neglecting ſome punGilioes, 
'{ince ſelfe-ſafety, and our preſent preſervation 
admitno delay, 

It would rejoyceour hearts to ſee Engliſh blood 
ſtirring in theveignes of men at this junQure:pro-

fcſſing to your ſelfe that your honourable carriage 
in order to the good of this poor ſhattered Natt- 
on makes us toatlureyou, wecan (through 'mer- 
cy) readily live and dye with you upon your pi-

I have incloſed ſent you a Copy of the laſt 
from Lancaſ/ire, whereby you may judge of the 
inhumane temper oftheenemy, and the ſad con- 
dition of our friends, 

I wiſh every Tribe in 7/7ae! had this laid at their 
doors, Alas (Sir) did theſe men bringto us more 
Holines, Juſtice. Truth, and faithfulneſſe, or ra- 
ther did they not undermine that Goſpel, they ſay 
they come to ſettle; wee would meet them wit 
open armes and bended knees: But I wiſh their in= 
viters hither doenot feel to their coſt the ill con- 
ſequence ofthe bargaine. 

Sir,C with our worthy Neighbours in the Eaſt. 
erne Aſſociation ,or any others]tke minded) wee 
reſolve (by Gods help) rather to dyefree Eng- 
liſh men, then to live hewers of wood, and drawers 
of water to baſe men whoſe mercies are Cruel- 
ties. 

Our Horſe appearing laſt Munday at our Ren- 
dezvour, were neer three thouſand, all of this 
County; who expreſſed much forwardneſle in 
this ſervice, ambitiouſly deſiring to be in action, 
waiting only upon a call, which wedaily expect 
from our friends in the North, and for which wee 
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making our ſelves ready upon an hours warn- 
Ing. 

Ty requeſt unto your ſelfe, and all honeſt Eng- 
liſh hearts is, that, you ſend us allthe help you can 
through your prayers; and [I belecch you to conti- 
nueto1mprove your intereſt in Heaven and Earth 
to preſervea Kingdome, that muſt be ſaved a- 
oainſt its will, for which God hath ſo immediat- 
ly and even miraculouſly ſpoken from Heaven 
within three or 4 months laſt paſt, in curbing the 
maliceof men, appearing in ſuch deſperate tu- 
mults every where - The Great Monnuments 
whereof remain intheſe places, viz. London, Nor- 
wich, South-IWales, Kent, Bury, Willoby, Kingſton, 
Needs, Hereford, Shropſhire, Stafford, Nottingham, 
Woodcraft, Scarborow Tarmonth, Tinmouth ; Cum- 
berland , BriStall, Iſle of weight, CheSfer, Exceter, 
North-wales and Cambridge, &*c. 

Oh that men would {ee theſe wonders,and bow 
before the Lord thathath ſmiten them, and trem- 
ble before his foot-ſtool.
